Mills is an asbestos inspector 
whom | met in my other inspection. The burn pile consists of vegetative waste. | can say that it is about 5 cubic yards total volume. However, it can als 
be seen that the burn pile did not burn successfully, probably since it is wet. | can estimate that the amount of materials burned is less than 1/2 cubic 
yard (Photo 1). 

Mills arrived and confirmed that the property is his. Mills also confirmed that they have cleared the lot there and have been burning bush there for a 
month now. | asked him about the burn pile. Mills told me that it was his and they came from the nearby property which belonged to his dad. Mills sai 
that they have been burning vegetative waste for a while but mostly from the brush on that property. 

| cleared up with Mills that burning of vegetative waste is allowed as long as it came from within the property. According to open burning rules, vegeta‘ 
waste is yard waste and they are allowed to be burned. Since only a very small amount of it was burned coming from outside, | only told Mills that he 
cannot burn there any trash that does not come from the property, moving forward. Mills agreed that the remaining trash will be sent to the dumpster.
